Ai.»avt, Sept. 2. 

A large convention of Germwis was 
b«ld this forenoon, at which a resolution 
was adopted demanding the nomination 
of John T. Hodoian, by the Democratic 
convention, as a matter of right, and as 
being the only man who could command 
the German vote of the State itrespective 
of party. 

The Democratic State Convention was 
called to order at noon by Hon. Samael J. 
Tilden, Chairman Slate Democratic Com- 
mittee. who made some remarks expres- 
sive of kis belief in the election of ^y- 
Bour and Blair, aod nominated for tem- 
poray cbairmain the Hon. II. O. Cheese- 
bio,of Onsario,whomade a brief speech of 
similar tenor to Mr. Tiiden's. 

Ihe Committee on Permanent Organi- 
sation was appeinted. 

Only cue seat was contested, which was 
referred to a select committee. 

A resolution wat ottered protesting 
against any escise laws not nniform in 
tfaeir operation throughout the State, and 
declaring that sneh laws should only be 
enforced through the lo:-al authorities of 
each county. Referred to the Platform 
Committee, which wat subsequently ap 
pointed, and the convention took recess 
until afternoon. 

The jiemotratic convention reassem- 
bled this afternoon. A committee on 
resklntions was appointed, and a perma- 
nent oiganization perfected by the selec- 
tion of HobL Karl at President and six- 
teen Vice Presidents and Secretaries. On 
takiug the chair Mr. Earl made a con- 
gratulatory speech upon the favorable 
prospects of Democracy. A committee 
was appointed to nomiuatea Presidential 
electoral ticket. The convention then 
proceeded to nominate a candidate for 
Gevernor. 

The letter of Henry C. Murphy, declin- 
ing the nse of hit name, was rea!d. The 
Hon. John T« Hoffman was then nomi- 
nated for Governor by acclamation. I'p- 
oD proceeding to the nomination of Lieu- 
tenaut-Governor the Hon. Samael Har- 
ris, of Hrooklyr, made tome sharp remarks 
relative to the grasping propensities of 
the TammaLy ring. 

New Yore, Sept. 2. 

A cerres pondence took place recently 
between Mr. Seward and Lord Stanley, 
through the medium of Mr. Moran, 
American Charge d' Affairs at London, 
and Mr. Thornton, Hntish Envoy at 
Washiegton, on the subject of the Feoiau 
prisouert Warren and Castello, who are 
naturalized cilizeat of the I'niled Statea 
This correspondence has been published 
in lull in the London journals, but the 
main points are simply these. 

Mr. Seward writes to Mr. Moran with a 
request to read the letter to Lord Stanley, 
to the effect that the Honte of Kepresent- 
atives of the United States bad passed a 
resolution requesting the President to 
take such measures as shall appear proper 
to secure the release from imprisonment 
of Messrs. Warren and Casteilo, convicted 
ai d lentenced in Great Britain for words 
and actions, spoken and done, in this 
country thus iguoriog our naturalization 
laws.and to take such other measures 
as are appropriate to the occasion, and 
be therefore urges an unconditional re- 
lease for these prisoners. 

Lord Stanley, in bis reply through Mr. 
TLcrutoo, says: “As regards the impris- 
onment of Messrs. Warren and Castello, 

I have to point to yon that the allegation 
on wh'ch Seward s request for their release 
is founded, viz that they were convicted 
and ••ntenced for woHs spoken and 
acts dote in the United States, rests on 
a total misconception ot facts of the case. | 
These prisoners were convicted of treason 
and feioDV at Commission Court for the 
■ outty of Durkam, holden October last, 
the most prominent overt act insisted 
npcD and proved agaicst them being they 
bad ceme over to Ireland and cruised 
along the coast wiih intent to effect a 
landiug of men and sirms in Ireland, and 
in order to raise iusurrection against the 
(Jneen. 

The evidence adduced against these 
prisoners, in the course of the trial for 
words spoken and sets committed by them 
in the ’ nited States, was given in strict 
accordance with the rules of law. 

A part of the testimony connected 
I them with a Fenian conspiracy, which 
had existed in the county of Dublin, in 
which county the Commission Court sat, 
and which conspiracy had for its object 
[ the subversion of Her Msjesty s authority, 
r and the estajlishment ot a republic in 
Ireland.

The Democratic State Convention met 
at Faneuil Hall to day. There are eleven 
hundred delegates in attendance. Tbe 
utmost harmony and enthusiasm prevail- 
ed. Henry W. Payne is President. 

Tke following nominations for State of- 
ficers were loade. 

For Governor, John Q. Adams, of 
Qnincy, for Lieutenant-Governor, Ueubeu 
Noble, of Westfield; for Secretary of 
State, Chas. Bumblecomb: for Treasurer, 
Henry Arnold, of Adams for Auditor, A. 
F. Devereux, of Salem; for Attorney 
General. Wm. C. Kndicatt, of Salem. 

J. B. Abbott, of Boston, and John R. 
Briggs, of Sheffield, were chosen Presi- 
dential Electors. 

Loud calls were made for a speech from 
Mr. Adame, but be uot being preseat 
Judge Abbott briefly addressed the Con-

opinion and in order to satisfy 
their lust for power, thereby in- 
evitably destroying the basis of our 
natioual policy, and throwing down that 
great constitutional department to be the 
mere foot ball of furious factions, aod to 
deprive the Supreme Court, which is the 
last defence of an oppressed minority, of 
all power to inquire into the constitution- 
ality of certain Congressional enactments, 
thus planting the heel of tbe paHy upon 
tbe neck of tbe Judiciary itself; but their 
revolutionary measures should be put to 
the test of the organic laws, aod be de- 
clared void. Tue time has come 
when every man must choose be- 
tween the sovereignty of a party 
majority in Congress and tbe suprem- 
acy of the Constitution of the fathers. 

Ittrolred, That Congressional recon- 
struction while it is uDstatesmanlike io- 
its attempt to rule communities by the 
least able classes is ridiculous in its pre- 
tentions that a government can only be 
republican which a majority of the gov- 
erned tolerate only from intimidation: 
contemptible for its preposterous pre- 
tense ^that States which never got out of 
the Union can be restored by allowing 
seats in both Houses of Congress to be oc- 
cupied by vagrant squatters who misrepre- 
sent tbe district to which they do not be 
long, and whose ptetended elections pol- 
lute the very fountain of Congressional 
represeutalion, and dangerous as estab- 
lishing a policy tbe legal results of which, 
as shown in Ireland and Poland, are in- 
compatible With peace and liberty and is 
above all unconstitutional and revolution- 
ary. 

lletolred. That we should earnestly re- 
call the people to the tried and proved 
witdom of the ancient doctrines which re- 
quire from our law givers a strict construc- 
tion of the letter of the Constitution of the 
I nited Siate,°. and the scrupulous observ- 
ance by Congress of the reserved rights of 
the several States. 

lletolred. That cold atd silver coin is 
tke only constitutional tender, and while 
we would have but one currenr y for all- 
the Democracy of Massaebusettv. now ui 
in the past, are true to their old faith in 
bard money, demand it be restored to the 
people at tbe earliest momeot consistent 
with tbe interrsts of the busiuess aud la- 
bor of tbe country. 

lUtflred, That while we reccgr.ize tbe 
prt.seui ntcessity lor a tax ou imports, 
we ri new cur adherence to the doctrine 
of a tar:ff solely for revenue.

The radicahs show a perpetual anxiety 
to shut out auy true expression of South- 
ern opinion. F'or three years the people 
of that region were deprived of any repre- 
•fntation in Congress, and, at last, a 
meek representation was imposed upon 
them. Northern men visited the South 
with •' carpet-bags,” and came back to 
Washington as r^resentatives of the 
Southern Statex 'They did not ‘*repre- 
eent anything but their own interests 
and the military and bureau agen- 
cies that pul them iu office. 'They 

utterly misrepreaented the people lo 
whom they are strangers. But our Amer 
ican system of government is so founde.i 
upon the principle of “representation 
that when it is cut off, or trampled down, 
it still springs up again, even arhen it is 
least expected. Here is an instance 
General Kosecrans goes to the White Sul- 
phur Springs, and there he meets General 
Robert E. Fee. I’robably they .vere asso- 
ciates at \\ eat Roiut, anfi in the old army 
They talk, and General l,ee expres-iea the 
conviction that the Soutberu people cher- 
ish the old free institutions which their 
forefathers helped to frame, and that 
they desire nothing better than to live 
peacefully under them. He says, that he, 
of course, accepts the result of the war as 
final, as everybody does, indeed, must do. 
General Kosecrans finds the same temper 
in all the other Southern men he meets. 
He finds how false and hollow is tbe radi- 
cal electioneering game, which represents 
the defeated and destitute South as anx- 
ious for more war. A desire which every 
iotelligent man knows is not felt by the 
people of either section, but only by the 
shoddy radical politicians, who would like 
to take over again their share in 
■1 late war. We do not doubt 
that General Kosecrans received 
a true representation of South- 
ern opinion. The repudiation of the 
radical catiard about the desire for more 
war, could not come from a better source 
than the men who did the fighting in the 
last war. Lee is able to speak cn this 
point, and most dispassionate persona 
will be glad to bear his opinion. We 
do uot doubt his entire sincerity. In 
going into tbe rebellion be was cer- 
tainly sincere, for he sacrificed all bis 
personal interests. All his properly lay 
at Arlington Heights, in the reach ot the 
Federal government. Nay, the com- 
mand of the Federal army itself was 
offered to Lee. In the last Congress 
Senator Cameron, formerly Secretary of 
War, said he himself had offered it to bim, 
after secession had begun. Throughout 
tbe war Lee seems to have been respected 
and esteemed by the Union Generals who 
fought against him. Such a man proba- 
bly knows and represents tbe present 
feelings of the very large body of the 
.Southern people who left the Union with 
tbe same feelings that he did. The follow- 
ing is from a letter of his which was pub- 
lished at tbe time: 

“April ‘ 20 , Dill. 

“The whole South is in a state of revo- 
lution, into which \ irginia, after a long 
struggle, has been drawn; and though I 
recognized no necessity for this state of 
things, and would have forborne and 
pleaded lo the end for redress of griev- 
ances, real or supposed, yet in my own 
person 1 had to meet the question wheth- 
er i would take part against my native 
,'^tate. With all my devotion lo the Union 
aud feelings of loyalty and duty of au 
American citizen, 1 have not been a'lle to 
make up luy mind to raise my baud 
against my relatives, my children, and 
my home. 1 have, therefore, resignel my 
commission in tbe army, and, save in de- 
ft rse of my native State, with the sincere 
hope that my poor services may never be 
needed, I hope 1 may never be called on 
to draw my sword. ’ 

We have always held it to he had pal- 
icy, bad statesmanship, to try to “re- 
construct” the South through negroes 
and carpet-baggers, and to disfranchise 
all the white men of ability and in- 
Huence. It seems a mad trick to play, 
if anything good or durable was looked 
for. But, in fact, tbe radical clique 
contrived the “negro reconstruction 
scheme'' contrary to the known wishes 
and judgment of the people of the North. 
In Dtitl every raaical member of the 
present CoHgress repudiated it, before 
the people; but went for it, as soon as 
he was elected, under the compulsion of 
Stevens, Wade, and Sumner, who, it was 
then thought, were about to drive out the 
President and get possession of the gov- 
ernment. The “reconstruction scheme” 
was part of the plot to establish the power 
of this radical clique, who saw their in- 
tluecce was on tbe wane amoug white 
men. To save themselves, they resort to 
a military candidate, negro vote.s, and 
systematic disturiiance of the peace of the 
country. Their monstrous misrepresen- 
tation ol tbe condition of the South, and 
the utterances of its citizens, is a part of 
their political game to win the next elec- 
tion. They know the truth is fatal to 
them. 

The radical press now boils over with 
rage at General Fee.

But everybody knows 
that there was a rebellion at the South 
which involved its whole population. Toe 
loyal man, as it ia the fashion now to 
style the negro, hoed for the support of 
the rebellion, while the white roan march- 
ed to the field of battle. When we con- 
quered tbe South, it was to bring these 
people back to tbe Union: that is just 
what tbe Northern people wanted. Tbe 
cry of rebel raised by the radicals is hy- 
pocritical, for they hug to their hearts any 
rebel who, like General Longstreet, will 
electioneer for their ticket. Indeed, while 
they abuse Lee as a rebel for giving his 
opinion, they abuse as badly tbe gallant 
I nioD General, Kosecrans, for asking it.

The few gentlemen remaining here, not 
exceeding ten cr twelve, who claim to he 
representatives of tbe sentiment of 
SoutbetD radicals, have 'oesieged .Senator 
Morgan during his visit of three days to 
this ciiy *witb entreaties to call Republi- 
can Congressmen to tbe capital on the 
21st of September, so as to secure a ses- 
sion of Congress, commencing on that 
day to pass laws suitable to the exigencies 
of tbe situation in the South. As is gen- 
erally known, it is agreed among 
the Republicans that the necessity 
for a September session is to be 
determined by Messrs. Schenck and Mor- 
gan ou behalf of tbe Republican Con- 
gressmen. It appears that, so far as 
beard from. Northern Republicans are 
generally adverse to the fall session upon 
several grounds — first, the impolity of 
bolding a special session for legislation 
exclusively with reference to the elections 
in the Scuth, because it is possible that in 
tbe heat of party passion intemperate sen- 
timent aud extreme views may take the 
form of acts of Congress, aud thus work 
to the ii jury of the radical patty in tbe 
North, a'ud possibly eveu in tbe South, 
whilst this questionable legislation might 
fail to secure the object sought to the 
Southern States; secondly, it is argued 
that lor any practical effect a session 
as late as tbe 2Ist of September would 
fail, ht cause it would take from ten days 
to two weeks or more lo perfect any meas- 
ure that could pass both branches of Con- 
gress: then add to this time expended in 
Congress tbe ten days allowed to the 
I’resideu! to hold the bill for consider- 
ation, and we find that the bill could not 
become law until the middle of October, 
leaving, say, but three weeks, aud per- 
haps less, before the I’residential election 
for tbe toDveniog and a'-tion of Soutberu 
Ergislatures. to say nothing of the pro- 
clamation of the United States Murshuls. 
which might be affecte l by the new act of 
Congress This argument of im- 
practicability and consumption of 
lime applies as well to au act 
that might he framed to authorize 
tbe distribution of arms among the mili- 
tia of the .Southern .Siates. No consider- 
able number of leading or intluenlial Re- 
publicans of the North have expressed a 
desire that Congress convene next month, 
whilst a large number of that class have 
advised that there be no session until De- 
cember for tbe reasons assigned above, 
and upon various other grounds. Sena- 
tor Morgan is yet of tbe opinion that the 
lime for determining whether there shall 
be a session of Congress next month has 
not arrived, and the prevailing belief 
among the best advised here is that there 
will be no session until December.

bling IB December. T'uose wbq have fa- 



cilities for knowing tbe natare of tbe ap- 
peals from Southern reconstructioaist*. 
judging from tbe great number receired 
by Senators and Hepresentativse 
here — and the same pressure is 

doubtless brought to bear upon 
all the other members of Congress — and 
are fully aware of the desperate energy 
with which every conceivable argument 
that may be likely to in liuence the mem- 
bers is brought forth, are of ibe opinion 
tkat the urgency of the case will have the 
effect of bringing together a working ma- 
jority on the 21st ol September. Opposed 
to these intlaences is the fact that the 
members can scarcely afford to leave the 
political field just at the time when they 
should be exerting themselves to their ut- 
Biost, not only to insure tbe success of 
Grant and Colfax] but to secure their own 
re-election, many of them haring been 
renominated, and not a few of 
them being opposed by able and 
popular Democrats, A gentleman 
whose official position gives bim ample 
opportunity lo learn tbe views of the men 
who wield powerful intiuences npoo the 
question now under consideration states 
that the general opinion is that the party 
— meaning the Republican party — cannot 
gain anything by continuing the session 
through the autumn months, as there is no 
visible plan by which relief can be fur- 
nished by legislation, while the party 
would lose heavily by the absence of the 
ablest speakers and organizers from their 
districts. It seems to be understood that 
by agreement of a large proportion of the 
radical members the advisalMlity of call- 
ing a meeting in September baa 'oeen left 
to the wisdom and discretion of Senator 
•Morgan and Gen. Scbenck, who have ar- 
ranged to meet in this city one week before 
the 2 1st of September, and take the matter 
into earnest consideration. Senator Mor- 
gan, who has been here for tbe last few 
days, left last night for New York, and 
will not return until tbe 1 Ith. Uis pres- 
ent belie! is that no advantage cau be de- 
rived from a meeting of C lugre**. Gad- 
eral Schenck is at home, looking after his 
re-election, and is fully convinced that he 
will have bis hands full in trying to keep 
Vallandigbam out of bis seat in the House. 
Tne whole matter seems to be narrowed 
down to the two boros of a serious dilem- 
ma, and the Republicans must choose be- 
tween them, either one of which is fra- 
grant with unfortunate results. If they 
hold a meeting of Congress iu September, 
they are in danger of loeing the North; if 
they do not meet they are in danger of 
losing the South. As a matter of course, 
they will choose the smallest of the two 
ends.

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From LouU Kepublicffiii. 1st. 

The Oemorrat has “bad news” from Ar- 
kansas, so it saya But if it were only 
true news how would our neighbor aud the 
whole radical party gloat over it' One 
gond, honest, first-class rebel nprising in 
any quarter would just at this juncture be 
a glorious God-send. The war of (51 -’63 
is about “played out” in respect to parti- 
san resources. Tbe people no longer pay 
any attention to tbe clap-trap about tbe 
Southern re'oellion. What is wanted to 
save Grant and Colfax is a new war — a 
general revolution among the “red-hand- 
ed traitors” of Dixie->aod. Such a con- 
summation would be joyously welcomed, 
at tbe cost of no matter how many mil- 
I or. 8 ot dollars to the tax payers, if i 
would only save the radical politicians 
fiom their coming doom. 

Tke Democrat, catching a breath of 
turbulence from Arkansas, would fain 
manufacture out of it the portents of 
another bloody aud devaatating war — an- 
other fell attempt of the “Southern chiv- 
alry ” to destroy the best governmeut the 
world ever saw. This is tbe boding tele- 
gram; 

“I.iTTi.E Roe x, Arx., August 2-'. 

“Tbe rebels in Conway, I’erry, anJ 
Columbia counties are iu rebellion, and 
tbe courts have been broken up by armed 
men. Tbe rebels are several hundred 
strong, and tbe Union men are falling 
back, though fighting. An engagement 
occurred at Lewisburg on Sunday. Gov. 
Clayton has gone there with a small force, 
and will exhaust all peaceful means, but 
will sDppre.is the rebellion. Senators 
Johnson, Wheeler, and Baker and fir. 
Johnson are victims of attempted rebel 
assassination, of whom Johnson is dead 
aud tbe others are still alive.” 

If true, aud taken according to the let- 
ter and apiiit, this dispatch would seem 
to illustrate the beautiful success of recou- 
struction in Arkansas, where the office- 
holders are all radicals. But this dispatch 
is not true, and is even ridiculous. The 
idea of tbe Governor proceeding to tbe 
battle-field against ‘ several hundred” with 
“a small force " to “exhanst all peaceful 
means is, for instance, rather too incon- 
sistent a statement for belief up this way. 
Tbe whole story it absurd. 

A correct statement of these Anransas 
troubles is about as follows; Conway 
county, forty miles abovA Little Rock, has 
a large negro population, of whom a con- 
siderable number are Democrats. Re- 
cently some radical negroes surrounded 
tbe bouse of a Democratic negro, and, af- 
ter killing bis dog, tried to get him out of 
bis bouse. The assailants were arrested, 
and, in making up a negro iury, a Demo- 
cratic negro was summonei!, and bim the 
radical blacks drove from the field with 
drawn weapona Supposing he would re- 
turn with his friends, tbe black radicals 
went off, and collected a number of men 
aud arms. Two white men, who tried to 
persuade these negroes to desist, were 
fired upon, one of whom was mortally 
wounded, and the other had a borss 
killed under bim. At this stage of tha 
proceedings Messrs. Henkle and Gibbons, 
radical members of the Legislature, sum- 
moned the colored people in great uum- 
bers, and two or three hundred whites and 
friendly negros.s assembled at Lewisburg, 
on the river, for mutual protection, they 
having been threatened with indiscrimi- 
nate murder. Ou the 2Tth a crowd of 
three hundred radical negroes were har- 
angued at "Little Rock, and two compa- 
Lies were raised to proceed to Lewistowu; 
Lut Governor Cluytoa was induced by tha 
lepresentatioDS of citizens to forego the 
I xpeditiun, the citizens agreeing to a'.-- 
compaiiy him to the scene of the disturb- 
ance, acd guaranteeing to assist in the 
arrest and punishment of those who 
should be found to be the true offeudera 
This was the couditiou of affairs up to the 
evening of the ‘22tb, as we learn from re- 
liable dispatches. 

The whites have never aggressed. 
They mean to register and vote in Arkan- 
sas, aud see that Democratic negroes do 
the same. The negroes of Arkansas are 
rapidly turning, aud this disturbance is 
gotten up to scare them. 

The re.sult ol all this excitement is 
given in the following special dispatch 
from Little Rock to the Memphis -Irn- 
lanche of 1st instant: 

Tbe Hesper, with Clayton and guard 
and tbe conservative Peace Commission- 
t-is, iciutucU yesterday at 1 o cluck 1\ >1. 
Ou arriving at Bewisburg they found all 
quirt. The circumstances of the difficulty 
were su'istantially as stated in the pre- 
vious dispatches. 

The citizers of Lewisburg, without 
knowing of tbe excitement at Little R >ck, 
bad arrested the negroes who shot Burch- 
field, and released them on ascertaining 
that they bad been instigated by radical 
white men who had misrepresented the 
tacts. Clayton remained until the erea- 
ieg at Lewisburg and addressed a meet- 
ing of tbe citizens. 

It is perlectly demonstrable that there 
was a deep, evil design among the radical 
leaders to bring about a collisioa between 
tbe whites acd blacks. 

Keyes Danforth, Clayton a Adjutant- 
General, preceded tbe Governor by the 
way of Springfield, rousing his adherents 
as be went, with the desigu of taking a 
lorce to Lewisburg. 

A large number of ibe Governor's proc- 
lamation bad been printed in handbill 
lorm and carried along with theGovernor 
to be circulated through the country: but 
tbe failure of the plan was so complete 
that they were suppressed. The procla 
mation ii omitted from the llepiihlicaii 
this morning without a word of comment. 

Three nights ago at Searcy, in White 
county, a conservative negro named Geo. 
Humphreys was taken from his home aod 
murdered in cold blood by the radical ne- 
groes of White county, as is supposed, 
because he was endeavoring to get the 
negroes to join the Democratic clubs. 
Intense excitement prevails in W bite 
county in consequence. 

Tbe Governor hav not taken steps lo 
call cut the militia in that direction.

The prisoner wm attended during his 
last boars, aod up to the foot of the gal- 
lows, by a negro preacher, who endearw- 
ed to admiaistoi the coosaUtioos of relig- 
ion lo bis doomed brother. Young has 
(ti^Bys steaJfMtly denied bis goilt, aod, 
even after the rope bad been put about 
hts neck, and the cap about to lie drawn 
over hie face, be proleited his innocence 
and eUted h.s belief that he would not be 
exeented. 

After being placed upon the scaffold, 
the sentence of death was read t« him, 
and be was told to speak if be had any- 
thing to say- He only reiterated bis pro- 
fessions of innocence, and stated that they 
would not, dared not, hang an inaocent 
Ban. 

At 12 o’clock M. the trap fell, bat the 
rope broke with his weight, and the miser- 
able wretch, still protesting bis innocence, 
was again placed upon the scaffold, anoth- 
er acd stronger rape procured, and at the 
second attempt his soul was launched into 
eternity, with all its weight of blood upon 
it, 

No reasonable doi.bt is entertained of 
tbe guilt ol Young, and bis execution 
meets with the approval of our entire 
community, who maintain tbe justice of 
the old Levitical law. “Whoso sheddeth 
man s blood, by man shall his blood be j 
shed.”

At eight o’clock tbe main ball of the 
Temple was thronged by brethren of tbe 
mystic tie and tbeir good ladies, to bear 
tbe address by Grand Master Fitcb.

It baa united 
all claesea of people together. Prince and 
peasant, civilized and savage, tbe learned 
and tbe ignorant, profess one faith and 
worship at one common altar. When the 
population of this city scarcely exceeded 
two thousand, a small band, actuated by 
, a spirit ot charity, organized tbem.selvee 
into a MtMonlc Lodge. Notwitbstanding 
Ibe bardablpe of tbeir frontier life, their 
lives oocatantly in danger from 
tbe wily Indian, tbeir tireless foe, 
they oyercame all difficulties and 
gave tbemaelves to the work cf 
riuproving tbe enndition of tbeir common 
bumanily. Such wee tbe character of 
the founders of Clarke Lodge No. 51, 
Tbia Stale is Indebted to Gen. Clarke for 
the foundation ot He noble institutions. 
He was regarded as tbe “master-spirit of 
tbe times.” Believing that no enterprise 
could fell with tbs name of such a man 
on its banner, they crowded to its sup- 
pert with all tbe z*al and energy of their 
noble natureo. From tbe time that tbe 
first officers of this lodgs eoter^ upon 
tbeir duties to tbe preeent, the trowel 
bsa continued to ring out brotherly love 
to all mankind. Not one of that faithful 
band remains. They have all been called 
from tbeir weary labors, and grow weary 
no more in the bosom of their Heavenly 
Father. We are witnesses tbia night that 
ttey did not labor In rain. Tbia lodge 
is now the moat floarishiug in the State. 
Enough is known of ber biatory to aay 
that Claika Lodge ia not unknown. SbTe 
baa fntuisbed five Grand Masters and 
three Grand Orators, of whom Rrv. G. 

C. Lorlmer is at present tbe mnsi noti- 
b;e. Many of tba uaembera of tbia lodge 
have been honorably associated in mu- 
Licfipal afiaira, Sbe baa furnisbel repre- 
sentative men in tbelegialstive balls. 

Wbat developments of human progress 
have teen made within tbe life-tims of 
this lodge! Fifty years ago the first 
stfambeiat plied on the waters of the 
beautiful Ohio. Now its waters are 
crowded with fioatirg pa’.tosa, obeying 
tba will and doing the work of man. In 
17.HI tbe entire population of Loulayille 
comprised only tbirty sonls; now it num- 
bers 150,006. ‘Tben tbe white man went 
to bis labors with his rifle npon bis shoul- 
der, bis faithful dog by bis side, and, 
with an eagle eye, siirreyed bis surround- 
iegs. If no enemy was near, be seized 
bis ax and leveled tbe mighty monarebs 
of the forest to let in tbe glorious aun- 
ligbt upon the virgin soil.

We visited the Louisville Female High 
Se'bool, on the west side of First street 
lietween Walnut aud Chestnut, yesterday 
for the purpoee of noting the changes and 
Improvementa made during vacation. 
We found that Ibe building had bean 
thoroughly renovated both inside and 
cut— repapered, plastered, painte<i, and 
fiiniisbed. Tbe plastering was done by 
I’at. Bannon, the papering by J. V. E «. 
cott A Sons, tbe desks and chairs were 
furnished by Messrs. Harlg, Koop, A Co., 
and tbe carpets, curtains, oil-clotb, and 
uistling by tbe following firms; Dnvall 
A Ketebuin, J, G. Mathers A Ct., and W. 
H. McRnight. Great praise ia due Messrs, 
Tlngley, Van Seggern, and Lucas for 
tbe tsste they have displayed in tbeir ss- 
lecUon of different articles for the various 
rooms, Mr. Tingley, as all know, is tb 
Superintendent of tbe Public Schools, 
and Messrs. Van .Seggern and Lu- 
cas are members of tbe Biild- 
irg Committee of the Etslern Dis- 
trict. In fitting up and refurnishing tbe 
houae, tbe greatest economy has been 
exercised. Tbe carpet that was formerly’ 
upon tbe fioor ot tbe chapel ia now upon 
tbe fioor of tbe "mathematical room,” 
while tbe oil-cloth formerly used in the 
bail is now upon the room used for in- 
.struction in natural science. Tbe piano 
used last year baa been exchanged to 
Messrs. Peters, Webb, A Co. for one 
of th*ir seven octave instruments, 
wbicb ia greatly superior to 
tbe old one.

Tbe chapel ia the most elegant apartment 
in tbe bnildlng,and is capable of seating 
comfortably one hundred and seventy- 
five pupils. Tbe pa per on tbe wall of this 
room is in imitation of fresco palBling, 
and waa pnt on by l iscolt A Sons.

Alter a ride of twenty miles yesterday 
fiom tbe city to tbe town of Batavia, at 
which place I remained over night, and 
a drive of three mile* this morning, I 
find myself in the“llik Lick Gold Re- 
gions.” I find men here from all parts of 
tbe State, aud also quite a number from 
Kentucky, all busy endeavoring to se- 
cure tbeir fortune, “i:ik Lick Place” 
s«ema to be headquarters. Gold has been 
frund on several other farms near Bata- 
via, but not In such quantities as on 
"Elk Lick,” 1 was shown some very 
nice specimens that were taken out yes- 
terday. It seems to abound almost 
on tbe surface. Land has taken a great 
rise wilblu tbe past two weeks. Toe 
“Elk Lick Farm” waa purchased two 
)ears ago for ten dollars per acre, and 
could have been bought at thirteen 
dollars per acre three weeks ago; 
it can now be purchased at seven 
hundred dollars per acre, 1 wit- 
reaeed an offer of that kind to day. 
There have been three firms sold at the 
rate of three and four hundred dollars per 
acre. They lie three miles southeast of 
thia place. People are flocking here by 
■ he score, all of whom expect soon to be- 
cca.e rich. Tbe acoommodstions are very 
poor; DO nlace to deep except under 
sheds, and a great many can’t even secure 
that. Tbere la to be a hotel erected here 
immediately ; also seven prov ision stores. 
C’ol. W. A. Dallas, of S;one Lick town- 
ship, in tbit county, hss twenty-seven 
men working the “Norris Farm.” 

It lies one and a half miles south of 
tbia p’ace. He has bad twenty-five years’ 
ex|ierieDoe in the gold regions of the 
West. He seems to be confident of mak- 
irg it pay. This gold ezeitement has 
made a great harvest for the Bstiviana. 
eaperially the livery men. Heretofore 
ilieir chargee were moderate, being but 
tliree dollars per day for a respectable 
“rig,” wbieh now coals your cerrespond- 
eut eieht dollars per day, and almost im- 
pcesible to get any at that. Hotel fare, 
heretofore one dollar per day, ia now 
from three to five dollara, and very |ioor 
at that prire. Tbe aaloon keepers also 
put on the tariff, ten cent drinks can now 
iie had lor twenty-five cents, beer fifteen 
cents per glass. Tbere are four com- 
panirsalwork in thia vicinity, Ihreeon 
I ilk Lick creek, and one on Juhn Dim- 
mitt’e farm, wliich lies two mile.* west of 
this plase. Your correspionJeiit waa 
stown a nugget of gold found on Msjur 
J. A. Penn’s tarm at joining Batavia. It 
laestimaUd to he worihone hundred and 
fifty dollars. Since this difcjvery land 
in tl at vicititv cannot he bought for any 
pi ice. Hon. I t. W, Clark has found some 
very fine specimens on his tarm one-half I 
mile north of Batavia. J. Hambletou 
dug cut two dcllarb’ worth in the short 
► pfce of half an hour. He found it iu a 
eu'sll lUD on bis farm, which lies on tbe 
Willismtburz pike, juit njrtbof B*ta- 
via.

ORAPE^, 

. The show of grapes waa really mag- 
Dificent. W*e bad beard great complaint 
of the “ rot ” tbia summer, and have been 
afhured that tbe ciopin some vineyards 
is a total failure. Notwitbstanding these 
locsl failure*, other vineyards must have 
produced abuedantiy, for finer specimens 
of bealtby grap< a, larger bunebee, and a 
greater number of varieties have never 
been exhibited at any previous aeason 

“Delaware” — This grape has been very 
fine this season — large, compact, and 
well-colored bunches in quantity were 
shown by Dr. W. M. Allen, Mr. T. 8. 
Kennedy, Mr. J. F. Coons, Mr. H. S. 
Duncan, Mr. W. H, Dulaney, and Mr, C. 
H. Stlvera. 

’•Concoid” — This grape baa maintained 
its popular reputation, and is undoubt- 
edly the best of tbe early kinds; it ripens 
next after the “Hartford Prolific,” and 
keeps D]> the succession until tbe “D*la- 
waie” is ripe enough for table use. Eiue 
buDcbea of the “Concord,” ai d the last of 
that kind this season, were shown by 
Mr. 11. .S, iHinran, Sir. Alex. Eelz^r, 
Mr. C. U, Stivers, and Mr. T. S. Ken- 
ned v, 

“Venango”— Fine bunches shown by 
Dr, W, M. Alien, Mr. J. F, Coons, and 
Mr. T. S. Kennedy. This is the best of 
this class of “Fox” grapea and the only 
one wortli cultivating. 

“Diana”— Large and compact Ixinchea, 
barely ripe, however, were shown by Dr. 
W. M. .\lleu and Mr, T. S, Kennedy. 
The Diana ripens after tbe Delaware, and 
is succeeded by the Catawbs. Thus tbe 
Cf.ncoid, Delaware, Diana, and Catawbi 
ripen in rotation, and prolong the grape 
seasru; so that each variety can ba en- 
joyed, without tbs loss of either of the 
otbere, 

“Morton’s Virginia” — The large, om- 
pset buicbes ot tbia fine wine grape 
were shewn in splendid order by Mr. T. 
8. Kennedy and Mr. Theo. Schwartz 

“Clinton” — Another good wine grape, 
aud in fine cut dtiion, shown by Mr. T, 
S. Kennedy and Mr. C. H. Stivers. 

“Iona” — N'ety good specimens were 
shown l)y Mr. T. S. Kennedy, and some 
magnificent bunches, compact aul solid, 
by Dr. W. M. Allen. 

“latselia” and “Iveh’s Seedling'’ — 
.Some very fine bunches ot eicb kiud 
were shown by Dr. Allen. 

“Cape.” or “Alezandet” — Some bunches 
shown by Mr. Theodore Schwartz and 
Mr, T. 8. Kennedy, This grape and tbe 
Isabella, Marion, Louisville at edl nj, and 
others of the aame tyi>e, rinen irregular- 
ly, and are superseded by better sons. 

“Tay'or's Bulli I”— A large display rl 
tplerdla huurbes of this grape was made 
ly Mr, T. S. Kennedy. His vices a. e 



pruned long, trained up high on a wira 
trellla_ gpd covered aj th^ top with a **12; 
plank. By tbia mods ot protaouod aiid 
training he baa raised large crops tor sev- 
eral seasons past of this grape, when 
other persons have had no crop at ail. 

"Delaware Seedling”— A new ssedling 
of tlie Delaware, shown by Mr. H. 8. 
Duncan, looked qnile unlike tbe Dela- 
ware; in color, shape of berry and taste, 
tbe seedling raaembled aomewhat tbe 
Venango; it was, however, smaller in 
berry and bunob. It abowad all tba fla- 
vor and cbaractoriatlca that are peculiar 
to tbe latnutea species. 

“Tbe Green K^ling” — Shown by Mr. 
Joseph Leatberman, bad a aweet, pleas- 
ant flavor, and waa not unlike “Taylor’s 
Bullitt.” Tbe bunches showed that some 
ref or mildew had injurel them at an 
early period In the season. It ia worthy 
of turtlier trial. 

In addition to tbe foregoing, very good 
specimena of tbe following kinds were 
shown by Mr. T. 8. Kennedy: 

“Creveling” — Very sweet, no pulp and 
qnite hardy. 

“Golden Clinton”— A worthless impo- 
sition. 

“Lenoir, Lincoln, Tuley, and Bnrgnn- 
dy” — These are so ainiilar as hardly 
to be distinguishable. They are aweet, 
juicy, no pulp; berry blue and small; 
bunch compact, round and medinm 
length; splendid wine grspes. 

“Black July, of Georgia’’ — IWry small, 
black, sweet, juicy; branch moderately 
large and shouldered; much larger, but 
not so compact as Lenoir, 

’•Eisinburg” — Suiail, black I>errv and 
very large, open bunch; aweet but dry. 

1 All Ismall-berried grapea reijuire a net 
covering to protect them from the birds, 
waepB and bugs. In fact, all kinds of 
fruits are wondertully improved in ap- 
pearance by auch a protection.] 
“Maxatawny”- A very tine grape, bat 
sby bearer. 

“Sackaleder’a Louisville Seedling” — 
Batter than Isabella. 

‘ Marion” — Like Isabella, ripens irreg- 
ularly. “ 

“Offer or Raiain” — A seedling /or, very 
sweet, very large berry; brown ambsr 
color; tough akin; bunches small and 
compact. 

“King” — Similar to tbe preceding; ber- 
ries drop off'; neither tbe “King” nor tbe 
“Offer” ia worth caltivating, as both are 
inferior to Venango. 

“Oporto” — A remarkably aour, worth- 
less grape; tbe vine grows vigorously and 
has enormoiislv large leaves. 

“Rebecca”— Vine mildews and poor 
bearer. 

“Roger’s Nos.”— Most of these hybrids 
lose tbeir leaves prematurely, and do not 
ripen tbeir truit. 

PEARS. 

Aa tbe season advanced the “ Bartlett ” 
Improved in <;uality and appearance, and 
we accord fo it the first rank, that same 
old place it baa occupied lor a quarter ot 
a century or longer. Very fine spe<-i- 
mens were shown by Mr. 8.

“ Belle Lucrative”— This fine and de- 
airable pear for this vicinity was shown 
by Mr. W. H. Dulaney, Mr, J. Johnson, 
Mr. S. L. Gaar, Dr. w.

Tao other plates, marked “ Belie Lucra- 
tive,” had tbeir names scratched by tbs 
Fruit Committee, who failed, however, to 
give tbe correct namea.

Duiing tbe last few months articles 
have appeared In the varioue city papers, 
directing the attention of tbe authorities 
I to tbe advantages that would accrue to 
Louisville from tbe posaesaion of pleas- 
ure grounds above tbe city on tbe Ohio 
river. So Impressed baa tbe public mind 
become with tbe importanca of tbe sub- 
ject that all classes of our people are con- 
atautly canvassing it, and tbe General 
Council baa bad tbe matter under diacna- 
sion, and appointed oommliteea to inves- 
tigate it, and to report on tbe propriety of 
purcbaalDg land near the Water-works, 
to be laid out and improved for a public 
psik. As tbe committees to whom tbe 
(ul'ject waa referred are men of known 
energy, and always vigilant where tba 
people ate Intereeted, it will not be al- 
lowed to sleep the “sweet tluinO^ of 
oblivion,” but will be tborougbly invM- 
ligated and apeedily acted npon. Tney 
kcow that tempua fugit, and the longer 
procrastination characterizes ths city’s 
coLduct tbe greater will become the dlffi - 
cultles to be surmounted. Tbe city is 
rapidly extending her streets and in- 
creaeiDg in population, and for several 
miles in every direction from the corpor- 
ate limits property ia rapidly enhancing 
I in value. A year or two ago property 
\ that was assessed at one hundred dollars 
I D<r acre, at present can’t be 
b >ngbt for four hundred dol- 
, larr, and if, in future, tbe Increase bs 
. in the same ratio, two years hence it will 
' bring one thousand dollara per acre. Now 
tbtn, if we desire to husband our re- 
sourcra, tbia !a the time for action. It is 
' in violation of tbe soundest principles of 
, economy to postpone making an invest- 
ment to some future day, when tbe arti- 
. e'e desired will coat three times aa much 
then as is demanded now. Tbs coff*ra of 
(ui treasury were never fuller, nor were 
Ibe finances of onr city ever in a more 
heallby condition, and probably Louis- 
ville will nevo' be in a better caudltion, 
financ'aily, to expend a half million of 
dollars for public improvements. Her 
finances have been so judiciously man- 
ag(d and taxable proyerty ba* 
s 1 multiplied that an increase of 
taxation would not be felt, especially 
irken the proceeds of aucb taxation 
wculd be appropriated for ths mutual 
benefit of all grades of ber pmple. Erery l 
real < state bolder finda nimaelf worth 1 
double wbat he i>otsesaed ten years ago, 
s nil tbe assessed valuation of real prop- 
triy that **aa at twenty-five mllliona Is 
to-day over fifty millions. Her water 
fai litiea have been improved ; all tbe 
old avenues leading into ths city have 
been remodeled, and new outlets pro- 
jected and put in process of constiuction ; 
iai:rcadatravene moat of ber atreeta, and 
ccuiuierclal communication with alla:«c- 
tioLs of our country has bei'ame wonder- 
fully magnified. II we but ibake offilis 
lethargy that encompassed our energies, 
aulebtUum, and atlmulate, with a prop- 
er public spirit, tbe energies otourpwrple, 
aucieaa and prosperity will illuminate ' 
her path in tbe future. Now then, while | 
ber condition is so prosperous, her 
finances so sound, and farr futnre ao bril- 
Eaiit, tbe attention of tbe guardians of 
ber welfare sbculd be directed to the

He 
propofe* tbe city to locate theptrk be- 
tween the Brownsboro plkeand the river, 
in tbe bighlanda tn tbs viclni'y of tbe 
Wall r-wo.'ke, acd connecting tnia by a 
aemi-circular or creacent-ahaiiei avenue, 
akiriirg tbe eastern and southern 
boundary of the city, with Portland in 
tbe west. Thence an avenue ebould be 
run eastward along tbe canal to tbe 
wharf, and up tbe river to tbe park, tbe 
wLole distance around the city or length 
of avenue being not more than fifteen or 
twenty miles, and aa a boulevard it would 
suipaaa invar egatid scenery anyiblng 
of its kind in .\n erica. The shape of tbe 
w 1 ole propi aed line is that of an ellipse, 
and one great advantage to be derived 
from it, as above delineated, ia that it 
brings n arly all parts of the city into 
urcwft to tbo park by triverHlog tbo 
term ni* of most of the atreeta, andmak- 
ing tbe Inballtants in tbe noitbsrn and 
touibern half about equidistant. There 
ia no dtmaid tor two parks just now, if

no other section oonlaina. Sklrttng the 
northern border of tbe park rolls La ItelU 
Rn’w^ e, npon whose bosom, paasiog oon- 
stantly in view, tl rats the commarcs of 
fifteen States, sod from wboaa waters aa- 
Dually tbe salnte of more than three 
tbouaand eteamers echoes “ over the hills 
and far away.” It is worse than crimi- 
nal to locate tbe park other than 
on tbe banks of the Ohio. Tbere is not a 
handsome park in tbe civilized world 
■ bat is not either biiected or liordered by 
living waters. Ootbam reveals ber apleo- 
dor tn Uentral Park, which ia nearly sur- 
rounded by waters; the Quaker City 
takes ber pleasure fer up the Scbaylklll; 
tbe modern Atbenean breatbee tbe fre*b 
air, after bia literary labors are ended, 
“mid tbe qnl*t retreats” of Charles river; 
the Monumental City aeeka repoto fan- 
red by breezes from tbe Patapsco; and 
the sons of R- g*r William* take their 
evening promenade in full view of beau- 
tiful,J I'laaaic Narraganaet. .Shall not Ibe 
deacendants of tbe heroes of the “dark 
and bloody ground” similarly appreciate 
“The Beantiful RlverT” Uverlooklng 
tbe Ohio, above tbe W’ater- works, let ua 
have our park. Let us make it rival in 
picturerque beauty tbe spacioua and mag- 
nificent garden* of Fontainblevii, and let 
na adorn it with statues, temples, fiun- 
tains, lakes, and waterfeils.
